As such, his natu- 
ral instinef, and the instinct of all his 
subordinates, is to do everything pos- 
sible to get a bigger share of everything 
—more men, more money, more missions 
—for his own service

earnest efforts to preparing the chief to 
do battle to this end in the JCS meet- 
ings, buttressing his own arguments for 
more of everything, getting him ready

Basic Elements 

But the basic elements of a solution 
are obvious. The joint chiefs must be 
absolutely divorced from their services, 
and there can be no question of any chief 
returning to his service. The chairman of 
the chiefs must be given rea] power, sub- 
ject to the review of the President and 
the secretary of defence, and the defence 
secretary's power must also be increased 
and clearly defined. 

In short, the power of decision be- 
longs,.not in a polite bear pit or mutual 
backscratching society, but in a chain of 
command totally divorced from selfish 
service interests, and exclusively devoted 
instead to national defence interests, 

This would seem so obvious as to be 
hardly worth arguing about. Yet the 
vested interests in the present system 
are enormously powerful, which is of 
course why the whole problem has once 
again been shoved under the rug.:

In 1943, the geologists had a 
chance to see the birth of a vol- 
cano. It happened near the 
mountain village of Paricutin, 
200. miles west of Mexico City. 
The region is dotted with the 
cones of volcanoé, ‘ For this. is 
an area where the earth's rocky 
crust is unsettled. Far below 
ground there are stresses and 
strains which cause earth 
quakes, volcanos and the build- 
ing of new mountains. 

Certainly the ground seemed 
very unsettled: in February, 
1943. For a week there were 
earthquakes every day. One day 
the earth rumbled and trembled 
300 times. But the next day 
Feb. 20, farmer Dionisio Pulido 
was out tending his cornfield 
Of all things, he saw a plume 
of smoke rising from a hole in 
the ground. This was too much 
The story goes that farmer 
Pulido took matters .into his

own hands and carried stones to 
plug up the smoky hole 

This did no good at all 
the hole was a volcano. It was 
the mouth of a deep tunnel 
reaching perhaps 30 miles down 
into the earth. At its roots was 
a pool of hot molten rocks and 
gas called magma. The impris- 
oned magma was waiting - to 
erupt to the surface. 

When night came. 
over the cornfield was higher 
and thicker. Dust, ashes and 
fiery rocks were being tossed in 
to the air By morning, this 
debris had fallen in a pile 
around the volcano, a pile 10 
feet tall, The pile grew day and 
night, forming the volcano's 
cone. Dust and ashes fell for 
miles around At night the 
young volcano lit up the, sky 
And day and night the seething 
crater hole was crowned with a 
billowing cloud of dusty smoke.

Paricutin may be dormant 
asleep and waiting to erupt 
again. It may be extinct— its 
fury ended forever. If so, in 
time the-wind and weather will 
wear away the high hill it built 
over the farms and villages 
Each volcano has its.own his 
tory. Some are active through 
many centuries. Some live only 
a few years. Sometimes a vol 
cano seems to be extinct, only 
to burst forth with new fury. 
During their lives, volcanos 
build some of the most beauti 
ful of mountains. Shasta, Rain 
fer, Hood and Whitney are 
mountains made by volcanos. 
All voleanos have roots that 
go miles into the earth. Down

Centenary to Honor 
Jewish Pioneers 


A parade and two ceremonies 
are tentatively plannéd for a 
centennial year commemoration 
of the arrival of Jewish pioneers 
in Victoria.

A special narr&tive script will 
be ready in about six weeks for 
pageants across B.C. linking 
songs, darces and experiences 
of various ethnic groups in the 
province. 

Tribute to the naturalized 
citizens will be made in another | 
script available for jprovince- 
wide Citizenship Day cere- 
monies July 1. 

It recounts the development} 
of naturalization ceremonies 
and citizenship procedures to 
the present day, including refer- 


fence to the period before Van- 


couver Island and the mainland
